VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THE condition of the Chicago is assuming such 8 
grave state that it is a question whether the depart- 
ment may not relieve her before winter, instead of, 
as at first determined, retain her on the European 
station until next spring. The main trouble seems 
to be witb her boilers. 


THE orders issued from the Navy Department a 
few days ago to place the Boston out of commission 
as soon as she arrives at the Mare Island Navy-yard, 
was considerable of surprise to those who had sup- 
posed that the ship would refit for duty on the 
South American Coast. The need of men for the 
ships approaching completion is given as the reason 
for this action. 

WITH the withdrawal of the Alliance from the 
Pacific, the Navy will be represented io that part 
of the world almost exclusively by vessels of the 
new steel Navy. Those weouen ships yet in com- 
mission are now making their last cruises, and their 
future employment as receiving and schcol ships 
will be determined by their condition and the needs 
of the service. 

THe European edition of the Herald reports that 
the Chicago had a splendid * send off” from Havre. 
Tbousands of people lin: d the north and south pier 
beads, and witb hurrahe, handkerchief wayes and 
handclaps expressed their wishes that she will have 
& prosperous voyage. Havre people would like to 
see more warsbips. especially those of the nationality 
of tae Usicago. The quay alongside which she was 
lying was thronged with people from daylight until 
dark, so much so that it was a source of embarrass- 
ment at times to get to the vessel berself. When, a8 
a final adieu, the band on the Chieago played the 
“ Marseillaise,’’ there was a loud cheer from the 
shore that was ecboed on the ship. The hospitality 
of the residents bas been quite generally extended 
to both officers and men, and the vessel’s stay cul- 
minated in the lunch given by the Mavor anda 
grand reception the same evening by the Prefect. 


Immediately after the return of Emperor William 
to the New Palace, the miniature fortress erected 
near that palace for the use of the Imperial Princes 
will be formally presented to him.

With the side armor for the Puritan and a small 
lot of lighter armor for the armored cru which 
the Carnegie Company promises to deliver within 
the next five weeks, that firm wi!l have concluded 
its contract for nickel steel armor. It still has a 
large contract for veyized armor. The special 
furnaces for turning out armor of this class will be 
ready for operation within a few weeks. The irst 
ship in the Navy having Harveyized armor will be 
the Maine.

: The second 17-inch armor plate representing near- 
ly 400 tons of armor for the barbettes of the battle- 
ship Indiana was successfully tested at the [odian 
Head Proving Grounds Sept. 29.

A third shot for pressure was not fired, as in the 
case of the former plate, the company being satis- 
fied that it could not be earned under the severe 
conditions imposed. The plate was furnished by the 
Bethlehem Iron Worke, which is now turning cut 
the best armor in the world. 





Capt. Sampson, Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance 
of the Navy, is arranging for a competitive test of 
the Hotchkiss and Sponsel rapid-fire ns. The 
trial will take place at Indian Head within the next 
fortnight. The trial will embrace tests relating ‘to 
ease of manipulation, number, simplicity and 
strength of partes rapidity and accuracy of fire 
and endurance of the respective guns. The trial 
was brought about by the claim of the inventor of 
the Sponsel gun, who was at one time an employee 
of the Hotchkiss works, that he has a better gun 
than the celebrated Hotchkiss, both as to rapidity 
and endurance. 





It is now definitely settled that there will be five 
6-pounder rapid fire guns represented in the forth- 
cowing competitive trial of rapid fire guns to be 
tested under the auspicesof the Army Ordnance 
Bureau. These arethe well known Driggs-Schro- 
der and Hotchkiss guns and the three new inven- 
tione—the Sponsel, Maxim-Nordenfeldt and Sea- 
bury. There is a probability that that the Skoda 
gun recently adopted by Austria may also be .en- 
tered. In the competitive test of 4.7in. rapid fire 
guns, the Hotchkiss, Canat, Armstrong and Cruesot 
— will be represented. Ammunition has been or- 
ered and other preparations are being made with 
the view to conducting the trial of all of these wea- 
pons during November. We havealready published 
= 7 nes mapped out for these important 
risls.

AmonG the number—thirty- two-vessels—propos- 
ed to be provided for by the French Naval Estimates 
fer 1894 are three first-class battleships, each of 12,- 
000 tons displacement, with triplicate propelling 
machinery, driving three screws—giving a speed 
with forced draught of eighteen knotsan hour. The 
hulls are to be protected by an armored belt of a 
maximum thickness of 1744 in., and instead of an 
ordinary splinter-deck below an armored one, a 
second armored deck uf lighter scantling is to be 
introduced. The armament of the new vessels will 
eonsist of 11.7 in. breech-loading guns inthe central 
batteries, and 66 in. and 3.9 in. quick-firing guns 
in the auxiliary batteries, in addition to a very 
large complement of lighter guns. The two-turret 
system—one forward and one aft—is to be adopted 
for the heavy guns, each turret—a revolving one— 
being made for two guns,and covered in. The 65 
in. and 3.9 in. guns are to be located singly bebind 

rotective ebields of 2.8 in. steel plate. The work- 
ng of the turrets, serving the guns, and keeping up 
the supply of ammunition, is to be effected by elec- 
tric appsratus similar to that found so effective in 
the Captain Prat. Each set of engines, boilers, etc. 
will probably be placed in a separate compartment; 
but this is not yet finally decided on. France now 
has eix vessels building, including the Brennus and 
Bouvet, building at L’Urieut; the Charles Martel, at 
Breet; the Jaureguiberry, at La Seyue; the Lazare- 
Carnot, at Tovion; and the Massena, at Saint Na- 
gaire. In addition to the above vessels, there are 
under orders for immediate construction, the new 
armored cruiser, D' Entrecasteaux, the largest in the 
French navy, and a sister ship vot yet named, or 
her place of construction decided on. If the three 
12,000 are authorized there will be nine new battle- 
ships under way altogether. 








PERHAPS one of the very oldest monumentsis that 
at Farringdon Church, Berks, Eog., in memory of a 
soldier who had his left leg taken off “by the above 
ball,’’ an actual cannon bal! being inserted at the top.

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In the recent French Army mancouvres the 
velocopedists whose services were employed were 
made to use wheels specially constructed for them 
by the artillery to which corps they were attached. 
These wheels, stronger and less delicate than the 
trade productions, in spite of the extraordinary 
rains and roads broken up by the march of col- 
umne, were efficient and reliable, and their riders 
were nearly worn out by the demands made upon 
them, it being found the most convenient system of 
despatching orders. Three-quarters of a franco 
daily was allowed for keeping each machine in or- 
der. 1n Holland military cyclists are enrolled for five 
years, and in case of mobilization must be at the dis- 
posal of the War Minister. Each year they may be 
called upon toserve three weeks with the troops. Each 
bicyclist receives from the government a retaining 
fee of fifty florins a year for his bicyole, and pay at 
the rate of five florins a day, besides travelling ex- 
penses. Repairs are done at the expense of the 
state. The rank of the cyclist is that of a non- 
commissioned officer, and he is entitled to a pen- 
sion. 


Tue Lippincott Co., Philadelpbia, will issue ina 
few weeks a letter press edition of Capt. John Bige- 
low’s “Principles of Strategy,”’ corrected and en- 
larged from the first edition.

Mr. Irvine M. ScotT, president of the Union Iron 
Works, was in Washington this week on business 
connected with the official trial of the protected 
cruiser Olympia. He is accompanied by his family, 
with whom he made a visit to the World’s Fair. He 
reports the Olympia ready for her trial trip, and is 
perfectly sanguine of exceeding the contract re- 
quirements. She will be tried during the coming 
month. The Union Iron Works will be a formidable 
competitor for the new gunboats, bids for which 
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ARMY APPOINTMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

Tue President having delegated all matters re- 
lating to appointments to members of his cabinet a 
resume of the patronage of this character at the 
disposal of Seeretaries Lamont and Herbert will be 
timely. There is at present in the Army a vacant 
majority in the Adjutant General’s Department, a 
captaincy in the Quartermaster’s Department, two 
chaplaincies (that is, provided it is decided to re- 
tire two post chaplains now on the ‘‘awaiting re- 
tirement ” list), six assistant surgeons and several 
civilian appointments to the grade of second lieu- 
tenant. The retirements November 5 of Adjutant- 
General Williams and on November 25 of General 
Carlin will open the way for two new brigadier- 
generals and one major in the Adjutant General's 
Department. 

The proceedings of the Fort Leavenworth Ex- 
amining Board in the cases of the half dozen as- 
pirants from the ranks for second lieutenancies in 
the Army have been received by the Adjutant Gen- 
eral. We are glad to learn that they were all suc- 
cessfal. They passed in the following order: Sergeant 
Capron, Fourth Oavalry, with 92 per cent. ; Corporal 
Mullay, First Cavalry, 89 ; Sergeant Binnis, Seventh 
Infantry, 89 ; Sergeant-Major Bamford, Second In- 
fantry, 88 ; First Sergeant Knudson, Company F, 
Thirteenth Infantry, 86, and Oorporal Lawton, 
Company F, Fourteenth Infantry, 81. The Oom- 
manding General is now engaged in the examina- 
tion of the records of these young men with the 
view to their assignment to regiments. They will 
be nominated to the Senate during the coming 
week. They will all be assigned to infantry regi- 
ments. With the six successful candidates from 
the ranks disposed ot, the question of civilian ap- 
pointments is now receiving the attention of Secre- 
tary Lamont. It is understood that several ap- 
pointments of this class will be made. After the 
six appointees from the Army have been assigned 
there will still be an even dozen vacancies, four of 
which occurred prior toJuly 1. There is nothing 
to prevent the President from filling vacancies oc- 
curring since, except a due regard for the interest 
of next year’s graduating class. This class is a 
pretty large one, comprising fifty-eight members, 
and for that reason all the vacancies occurring 
since July 1 will probably be reserved for them. 
The other four vacancies, however, will doubtless 
be filled from civil life. 

Cadet H. S. Le Oomte, of Switzerland, who 
graduated with this year’s class, is a candidate for 
one of these vacancies. He will probably be ap- 
pointed. Having been admitted to the academy as 
a compliment to the Swiss Government and to his 
father, who served with the Union forces during 
the late war, and for the purpose of getting the ad- 
vantages of instruction only, he could not be legal- 
ly assigned as a graduate. There is nothing to 
prevent his appointment from civil life. It would 
not even be necessary for him to take out naturali- 
zation papers, though it is understood that he has 
expressed his intention of doing so if appointed. 

It is understood that General Schofield has 
recommended the appointment of Cadet La Comte, 
and it is expected that he will be one of 
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the first civilians appointed. There area num- 
ber of sons of Army officers included in the list 
of candidates for second lieutenancies. Among 
those prominently mentioned are W. M. Arnold, 
son of Colonel A. K. Arnold, Firat Oavalr y;.D. F. 
Kellogg, son of Major E. R. Kellogg, Eighth In- 
fantry; E.G. Ovenshine, son of Lieutenant Colonel 
Samuel Ovenshine, Fifteenth Infantry; Henry La 
Motte, son of the late Colonel R. 8. La Motte. In 
the Navy Secretary Herbert's appointments are con- 
fined to five assistant paymasters and the appoint- 
ment of a Chief of the Bureanof Navigation on 
November 1, when Commodore Ramsay’s term ex- 
pires. 


LORD ARMSTRONG, who built H. M. 8. Victoria, 
has added his testimony to the folly of building 
huge ironclad battleships or gigantic cruisers, 
against which we have all along protested. At the 
annual meeting of his shipbuilding company in 
London he called attention to the fact that not 
only did a very slight touch from the ram of the 
Camperdown sink the Victoria, but the Camper- 
down herself, too, was badly,damaged, and, in all 
probability, had she delivered her blow at full 
speed, she would have gone to the bottom almost as 
soon as her victim. 











THE account which Hon. John Bigelow gives in 
the North American Review for October of the un- 
successful negotiations of the Southern Confederacy 
with the Pope records a display of empty headed 
folly on the part of the Confederate representatives, 
which amply justifies Mr. Bigelow’s statement that, 
‘while it might bave been difficult to organize an 
army of better soldiers or more competent officers in 
the whole United States than those who fought 
under the flag of the Confederacy, the men who 
planned the rebellion, controlJed its policy, and di- 
rected its operations from Richmond, were about 
the most inadequate men that ever had their names 
prominently associated in history with the conduct 
ofany great military enterprise in which it was ne- 
cessary to enlist the sympathies of other enlightened 
nationalities. The admirable military qualities dis- 
played by the Confederate army is a source not 
merely of sectional but of national pride; and they 
have rendered an enduring service to our country, 
of which, happily, the incompetence of those who 
controlled and directed its extraordinary energies 
can never deprive us.” 








THE Quartermaster General having reported new 
Fort Bliss, Texas, as ready for occupancy, the ne- 
cessary instructions went from Army Headquarters 
this week for establishing a garrison at that post. 
Four companies of the Eleventh Infantry--A, O, D 
and H, and headquarters, now at Fort Olark 
--have been ordered to take station at once 
at the new post. General Schofield had expected 
to enlarge the garrison at Plattsburg Barracks, 
New York, this fall, but it has been found that the 
new buildings which should have been completed 
this month are not sufficiently advanced to admit 
of their occupancy before the winter setsin. It 
has accordingly been decided to postpone the trans- 
fer of the four companies from Fort Sidney, Ne 
braska, to Plattsburg, until next spring. Fort 
Sidney will then be abandoaed. Oamp Poplar 
River drops out of the list this week by the trans- 
of the two companies now there, Company O, 
.wentieth Infantry, to Fort Buford, and Company 
L (Indian), to Fort Assiuniboine. Fort Bowie, 
Arizona, is another post slated for early abandon- 
ment. 








TE Navy promotions incidental to the President’s 
action in the Johnson case, and which we report 
this week result in many changss in numbers in the 
Navy Register. Four commanders are jumped 
to captains, leaving Commander Henry Glass at the 
head of the list of his grade. Seven Lieutenant- 
Commanders, counting the promotion consequent 
upon the death of Lieutenant-Commander Rhoades, 
become commanders, leaving Lieutenant-Comman- 
der Dayton the senior officer of his grade. Lieu- 
tenant T. B. M. Mason now heads the. list of lieu- 
tenants, Lieutenant J. G. Quinby the list of junior 
grade of lieutenants, and Ensign M. K. Eyre the 
list of ensigns. In the latter grade, however, four 
ensigns have jamped Ensign Eyre because of his 
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Court-martial suspension; so that there are actu- 
ally fourteen vacancies at present existing in the 
line of the Navy. All the officers named in the 
list of naval promotions sent to the Senate this 
week have passed their examinations, except 
Lieutenants (Junior Grade) A. L. Hall, P. J. Wer- 
lich, and Simon Cook, and Ensigns W. E. Safford, 
J. F. Luby, L. J. Olark, and T. G. Dewey. Orders 
have recently been issued for the examination of 
these officers. 


THE hitch in Navy promotions, caused by the de- 
lay in acting upon the promotion case of Commander 
Henry L. Johnson, was finally removed on Saturday 
last when the President approved the recommenda- 
tions of the Examining Board in favor of his pro- 
motion. In taking this action the President re- 
versed his original decision in his endorsement dis- 
approving the recommendations of the first Exam- 
ining Board. His action at that time was based 
upon an extract from the medical records showing 
that Commander Johnson had been on the sick list 
several times because of overindulgence in liquor. 
The second board had their attention especially 
called to this feature of his record, but with them 
the officer’s good record as shown by the endorse- 
ments of all of his superior officers completely out- 
weighed this little defect, and they unanimously 
concurred in the conclusion reached by the first 
board. The promotions which have been delayed 
in consequence of the failure to act on this case will 
be found elsewhere in the JoURNAL. 














Turis week inaugurated the fall and winter season 
of practical and theoretical instruction at our gar- 
risoned Army posts under the requirements of par. 
217 of the Regulations, and regimental, post and 
company commanders are now hard at it toadvance 
the professional interests of the personnel for whom 
tbey are responsible. Paragraphs 217 to 223 of the 
Regulations cover a good deal of work if thoroughly 
carried into execution.

Aw English writer, in the United Service Maga- 
zine, on the subject of “ Soidier’s Food,” says: “A 
method of increasing the weight of the cooked 
meat is heat-conductors. Meat is a bad heat-con- 
ductor, and so is generally overdone at the surface. 
Heat-conductors—large tinned copper skewers with 
hollow bell heads—by sinking shafts of heat into 
the meat, help it to cook simultaneously. Stronger 
testimony to its value cannot be given than the 
primary opinion of a corporal: ‘I don’t like them 
skewers; the meat is all juloy, and not dry as it 
would be ordinarily.’ The saving in weight is 
about 20 per cent.”’ 














Tur Paymaster General has included a special 
item in his annual estimates for detained pay to 
avoid delay in the payment of claims of soldiers for 
detained pay by sentence of Court-martial, in cases 
where the appropriations from which the payments 
should be made have reverted to the surplus fund. 
if the item is allowed there will be no difficulty in 
future in paying soldiers their retained pay as soon 
as tne sentence of Court-martial expires. Until 
recently it bad been the custom to charge all re- 
tained pay to the current appropriation available 
at the time the payments were made, but the comp- 
troller decided that all claims of this character 
more than three years old must be certified to Con- 
gress for special appropriations before they can be 
paid. September 15 is fixed as the time when this 
ruling should take effect. An effort is now being 
made to have him extend the time until the end of 
the present fiscal year, when, if Congress provides 
the item for “ detained pay” there will be no trou- 
ble about the prompt payment of claims of this

Tux Court-martial ordered this week for the trial 
of Major D, F. Stiles, U. 8. A., retired, is the result 
of charges made by disappointed speculators, citi- 
zens of Oklahoma City. They allege dishonest con- 
duct in connection with the sale of buildings and 
other Government property at the time of the 
breaking up of the military camp near Oklahoma 
City last spring. The charges allege that Major 
Stiles, by collusion with the auctioneer, was en- 
abled to purchase Government property at a price 
much below its actual value, and to the disadvaa- 
tage of other bidders. They also allege that Major 
Stiles took advantage of his position to secure choice 
sites when the territory was opened up to settle- 
ment; also to the disadvantage of other home- 
steaders. 


In Harper's Weekly for Sept. 19 Julian Ralph tells 
the story of General Howard’s visit to Cochise in his 
stronghold, which so surprised tie Apache chief 
that he afterwards said to Colonel Sumner: “ Me 
think Iam a brave man, but General Howard the 
bravest man me ever saw.” Ia citizen's clothes and 
unarmed, General Howard hunted Cochise in the 
Dragoon mountains, and rode into Coohise’s camp 
accompanied only by Captain Joseph A. Sladen, the 
guide Jefferies, and two Indians, There he and 
Captain Sladen were made prisoners and were told 
that Cochise would make up his mind during the 
day whother he would kill them. The next day 
Cochise presented himself and asked that Captain 
Sladen be left as a hostage while General Howard 
went off to arrange fora meeting between the Ine 
dian chief and Colonel Sumner and his officers. The 
result was the removal of Cochise to a reservation, 
where he remained a good Indian until he died. 








Taz New York 7imes, in a timely article on “The 
Ten Years’ Army Law,” says: 

The excuse for this legislation is that if a man is not able 
to rise above the grade of private in ten yeare, be must be 
of yery little use to the Hy But that is an assumption, 
and the numerous petitions from the Army inaivate that 
the theory is wrong. There are faithful, brave and effi- 
cient soldiers who know bow to obey orders, though they 
beve little or no capacity tocommand. The duties and re- 
sponsibilities of non-commissioned officers, under the new 
tactics, are becoming greater, and mauy good svuldiers m 
not be quite equel to assuming them; or, perhaps, thoug' 
fit for promotion, they bave had comrades in their compan- 
ies who were considered a littie more fit. To tura out such 
seasoned soldiers, whose fiielity may have been tested on 
the fleid of battle, simpiy because they have never been 
promoted, seems a strange freak of iegisiation,

FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 


Barring the favorable action taken by the House 
Military Committee on Mr. Outbwaite’s bill to in- 
crease the number of college details, the Service 
committees of both houses bave been practically 
idle during the past week. Tbe Senate Military 
Committee held a session on Thursday, but did 
nothing beyond returning a number of bills which 
had been improperly referred. The fact is the Ser- 
vice committees of the Sepate have formally de- 
cided to postpone all legislative business until the 
regular session. They will meet occasionally to dis- 
pore of the Army and Navy nominations, but for 
nothing more. The Senate Naval Committee will 
meet on Tuesday to act upon the long list of Naval 
promotions sent in this week. With the exception 
of the case of Lt. Comdr. Rhoades all of these nomi- 
nations will doubtless be promptly reported. The 
death of Lt. Comdr. Rhoades having occurred since 
his nomination was sent to the White Housea ques- 
tion arises whether the nomination should be con- 
firmed or withdrawn. The Department did not 
overlook the fact of his death as reported, but al- 
lowed it to go to the Senate, believing that the 
nomination should be confirmed notwithstanding 
the death of the nominee. 

Representative Meyers has prepared an exbaust- 
ive report on the resolution providing for a joint 
commission of Congressto investigate the needs o- 
the personnel of th. Navy. It bas not yet been 
submitted to the House,owing to his absence in Chif 
cago and may be further modified before finally re- 


ported. 

The question of increasing the number of college 
details bas already taken formal shape in Con- 

ress, and, judging from the debate in the House on 

ednesday, which resulted 1p the passage of a joint 
resolution authorizing the detail of an officer to the 
University of the State of Alabama, there will be 
little difficulty in securing legislation on this sub- 
ject. This method of employing Army officers is 
very popular with members of Congress, many of 
whom are called upon by their constituents to us- 
sist in securing the details. The following remarks 
of Representative Wheeler inthe House on Tues- 
0, is an indication of the popularity of the pro- 
ect: 
**] do not think it is possible to employ Army offi- 
cers in a better manner thun to send them to these 
colleges. It improves the officers and builds upa 
commendable military spirit in the country. 

“The policy of consolidating companies enables 
the War Department to spare more officers for de- 
tails, and duty of this character is very beneficial 
to the officer detailed, and it has also proven to be 
of great advantage to the institution where the of- 
ficer serves.”’ 

The Military Committee as a whole agrees with 
Mr. Wheeler in these views, and on Friday last re- 
ported Mr. Outhwaite’s bill proposing to increase 
the number of these details from 75 to 100.

ACCIDENT TO THE MONTGOMERY. 


THE rew cruiser Montgomery while on her way to 
New London, Ct., from Baltimore, Md., to undergo 
an official t:ial trip ran aground on Black Ledge, off 
New London, about midnight on Oct.3. It was low 
tide and it is reported the veesel slid easily upon the 
rocks into a sort of cradle which left ber keel unin- 
oe but gave hera heavy list to starboard. A 

resh nortbher was blowing at the time. The cause of 
the accident was due to the pilot losing his bear- 
ings. Reports from the scene of the accident state 
there was no confusion when the vessel struck. Her 
engines were immediately reversed, but the ship 
could not be stirred. As she was leaking a boat was 
cleared away at 14.m. Oct. 4and Lt. W. H. Beebler, 
U.S.N.,and Chief Engr. J. A. B. Smitb, U. 8. N., 
who were passengere on board, started for New Lon- 
don to apply for assistance. Soundings were taken, 
and it was found that there was 24ft. of water at her 
stern, 17ft. at the after gangways, 16{t. amidships 
and I11ft. forward. 

Admiral Belknap, who was communicated with 
at New Londor, at once gave orders for the U. 8, 
tugs Iwana, Narkeeta, and Fortune to assist the 
stranded cruiser. The Fortune was the first to reach 
the Montgomery, about four o’clock. By this time, 
the flood tide having risen about two feet, the ship's 
engines were once more worked astern, and she slid 
off easily and came toan anchorage off New Lon- 
don at fiyeo’clock. A 3-inch steam pump at this 
time was keeping her free from water. 

A preliminary survey of the vessel was at once 
made by Asst. Naval Constructor Geo. H. Rock, the 
important pane of which are given as follows: 

The vessel struck first on the port side abreast the 
forward 5-inch magazine, and then on the port side 
abreast the afterend of the forward boilers. The 
sounding tube gave twenty inches of water under 
the magazine floor, so that no examination could be 
made by taking up the movable plates. It was un- 
safe to remove them with the water up to the floor 
level. The damage abreast of the after end of the 
forward boilers is just below the bridge keel, and 
evidently extends over two or three frame spacesin 
length. The bottom plating here is bent in about 
seven inches. The floor plates are badly bent and the 
plate seams are opened. 

All of the forward compartments are dry. The 
compartments abaft tue engine room have from 
nine to fourteen inches of water in them, but as 
this does not increase it evidently was in the ship 
before the accident orit may have been sluiced aft 
immediately afterward. Theextent of the damage 
cannot be very accurately estimated until after the 
sbip is in vel dock. o 

A despatch from New London Oct. 5, states that 
the injuries to the Montgomery will prove more ex- 
tensive than at first anticipated. The injury on the 
port side, extends continuously nearly sixty feet. 
On the starboard side the diver finds that theinjury 
begins forty feet abaft the steam and runs sixty 
feet, with indentations two inches deep in places. 
Two months and a half, it is said, will probablv be 
needed to repair; and the cost, it isroughly estimat- 
ed, will run from $40,000 to $45,000. A board of sur- 
vey, representing the underwriters, have visited the 
ship, and after taking the statement of the diver, 
are reported to have expressed themselves as satis- 
fied that the vessel is capable of proceeding to Bal- 
timore. She was tosail Oct.6. She is heavily in- 
sured in English companies.

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RIFLE COMPETITLONS—1898., 


In the recent competitions at Fort Sheridan, the 
head of the rifle team scored 603 points, and Sergt. 
R. N. Davidson, Co. G, 16th Infantry, made a score 
of 621. Doubtless this was excellent shooting, but 
not so phenomenal as the daily press, etc., has en- 
deavored to make out, never equalled, etc. A re- 
vision of the scores of Army teams*for the past few 
years shows that the scores in question are rem*rk- 
ble, but that they have been excelled. In 1890, at 
the cavalry competitions, at Fort Wingate, of Col- 
umbia, California and Arizona, Blacksmith A. 
Keiser. Troop H, 6th Cavalry, the head of the team, 
make 339 at known distances, and 307 at skirmish— 
total 646; and Corp]. G. A. Densmore, Co. K, 4th 
lofantry, came next. 

The Chicago Herald having unfortunately stated 
that the total scores made at the Army competi- 
tions at Ft. Sheridan were not only the highest ever 
made by the riflemen of this country, but that they 
lead the world’s highest record, the Kansas City 
Times objects and says: “The statement is incor- 
rect that the score made on the Sheridan range by 
Sergt. Davidson is the highest ever made by rifie- 
men inthis country. [t is notas high by twenty- 
five points, Blacksmith A. Keiser, Troop G, 6th 
Cav., scoriag 646 points in the Department of the 
Columbia, California and Arizona competitions 
held at Fort Wingate, N. M., in August, 1890.

THE BARTLETT-COCHRANE INQUIRY. 


LATE advices from Mare Island indicate that the 
Court of [nquiry which convened on Aug. 21, to in- 
vestigate the official controversy between Major 
H. A. Bartlett and Capt. H. C. Cochrane, U.8. M.C., 
has finished taking testiaiony, and will probably be 
able to mail its report to Washington the latter part 
of this week. 
A score of witnesses were examined, including 
Maj. Bartlett, Capts. Cochrane and Berryman, and 
lst Lieut. Turner, of the Marine Corps, and Capt. 
H. L. Howison, of the Navy, the commandant of 
the station, and some of the evidence is of sucha 
nature that further proceedings are considered sure 
to follow. 
Maj. Bartlett, who broke down during his cross- 
examination and was placed upon the sick list, re- 
covered sufficiently after a rest of four or five days 
to resume the stand. This delay extended the ses- 
sion of the Court to nearly seven weeks. A second 
clerk was authorized by the Navy Department to 
assist the judge advocate, whose record and accom- 
panying papers will amount to nearly nine bundred 
pages. The unexpected magnitude of the inveati- 
gation is accounted for by the statement that the 
violation of more than a dozen laws and regulations 
has been developed.

ANNUAL RIFLE COMPRTITIONS, 


NEW YORKJNATIONAL GUARD. 

THE annual contests for the New York State and 
Brigade Matches was shot at Creedmoor Sept. 28, 
and the competition for the Governor's Cup was 
shot Sept. 29. The conditions for both the State and 
Brigade Metches were the same, viz.: Teams of 12 
men from any regiment, battalion, separate com- 
pany, troop or battery in the State, The distances 
were 200, 300, 500 and 600 yards, fiye shots per man 
ateach. The weather conditions were favorab! 
but although there were eight teams on the groun 
against seven last year, the attendance of milita 
spectators was notas large, The team from the 7th 
Regiment showed a decided superiority and won 
both the matches it competed for, making higher 
scores that it did last year. The teams from the 
22d and 7lst Regiments also improved its shootin 
in both matches over last year. The 12th Regimen 
in the Brigade Match increased its score over lest 
qoor's but made a poorer showing in the State 

ateh, while the teams from the 13th, 231i and 69th 
Regiments fell behind last year’s record. The team 
from the 8th Regiment deserve a great deal of 
credit for putting in an appearance at the last mo- 
ment. It had no previous practice, and at the hour 
of shooting was one man short. By permission of 
General Whitlock one man of the team shot for 
two, but it was understood that the team was not 
shooting for a place, but merely as practice and to 
increase the interest in rifle shooting. The regi- 
ment has not been represented for some years with 
a team, and instead of being reproached for its ef- 
fort, as some uninformed writer ina Sunday paper 
bas sought to do, should be complimented.
